Finally Destroy Mankind? 


Enshrinement in the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington of the 
Wright brothers’ “Kitty Hawk,” 
the first airplane to fly, and the 
simultaneous prediction that man 
soon may be able to travel through 
the air at a speed of 3,000 miles an 
hour dramatically illustrate how 
rapid has been the development of 
the machine. At the same time 
these things must raise the question 
of what man is doing to control 
this supersonic force his skill and 
ingenuity have developed. Has he, 
like Frankenstein, invented a mon- 
ster that will eventually destroy 
him? Can he learn in time how to 
control thimself as well as the ma- 
chine so that its great potentialities 
can be used to achieve good ends 
and a better life for everyone, or 
will he allow it to be used by evil 
or stupid men for evil ends? 


This enormous development in the 
speed of flight is something that 
has come about during the lifetime 
of most of the adult population of 
the world. The Wright brothers 
are dead, but there was a 63-year- 
old man at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, Friday, who saw the firet 
flight from Kill Devil Hill on Dec. 

‘47, 1903. The Kitty Hawk's first 
flight of 180 feet and the second of 
a52 were made at speeds of about 
six and nine miles an hour, respec- 
tively. A man can run faster than 
that. A year later airplane speed 
was up to fifty miles an hour. Now, 
only forty-five years later, a young 
Army officer has flown at & speed 
of 1,000 miles an hour, and the de- 
veloper of the rocket plane he flew 
says thie speed can be tripled. This 


passage through the wild blue yon- 
der at four times the speed of sound 
strains the imagination. At that 
speed London would be only a lit- 
tle over an hour distant from New 
York, and Moscow an hour and a 
half. 


The evil uses to which this ma- 
chine that has telescoped distances 
almost beyond comprehension in 
less than half a century can be put 
was amply illustrated in the Second 
World War, Armies moved at 
little faster pace than did the Ro- 
man legions, but in the air the 
Second World War was fought at 
speeds of 400 and 500 miles an hour, 
It is so vast an arena, that of the 
air, that there can be no absolute 
defense against attack. There was 
not in the last war at the now 
relatively slow speeds of 500 miles 
an hour, At 8,000 miles an hour the 
balance swings even more heavily 
to the attackers’ side. 


In a peaceful world this devourer 
of distance can bring many bene- 
fits to mankind. Food and medicine 
and succor to overcome the effects 
of natural disasters can be sent to 
where they are needed almost as 
soon as the need is known, Bat a 
3,000 - mile-a~minute plane could 
carry an atomic bomb the same 
distance in the same period of time. 
It would seem to behoove man to 
look to hie development of peace 
machinery, and to accept the te 
straints on national pride and anger 
that are the only sure guarantet 
against war. Otherwise this ma- 
chine he has invented will over- 


whelm and destroy him, The choice 


is his to make.

TREES FOR 
REFORESTATION 


fAnvlication deadline, January 15, 
for trees for reforestation. The On- 
tario Derartment oo” Tands and For- 
ests office at Napance reports that 
4many applications for forest trees 
have been received during the last 
two months. These range from small- 
er orders for windbreaks to orders 
for 25.000 trees for reforsting larg- 
er areas. These are supplied free of 
charge other than the transportation 
by express from the nearest Depart- 
ment Nursery. Frees are not supplied 
for ornamental or decorative pur- 
poses. 

‘The distribution of trees 
thousands of applicants requires 
considerable organization *0 that 
January 15th has been set as the fin- 
al date for receiving applications. 
The necessary forms may be obtained 
by writing to the Department of 
Lands and Forests, Box 299, Napanee

The new short form represents a 
new approach to the reporting of in- 
come for tax purposes. It was Gesign- 
ed to explain the income tax re- 
quirements in an orderly and system- 
atic fashion and to give concise ex- 
planations. The taxpayer following 
the form totals his exemptions and 
reports his income step by step. The 
exemptions to be claimed and deduc- 
tions to be allowed are set out in 
simple language more fully than ev- 
er before. All legal definitions and 
references to sections of the Income 
Tax Act and cross references to oth- 
er parts of the form have been elim- 
inated. 

However, all classes who have de- 
tailed expenses which can be charged 
against their income for tax purposes 
will be required to file on another 
new form, All professional men, own- 
ers of small businesses, farmers, fish- 
ermen, commission agents and per- 
sons having investment income over 
$1,800, totalling an estimated 475,- 
000, or 14 per cent of the individual 
taxpayers, will be provided with a 
form which will enable them to re- 
port their income more “easily and 
their expenses »more accurately.

Citizens of New York are consid- 
erably stirred up these days by 
recent revelations of waterfront 
conditions that can hardly be de- 
scribed as anything less than “de- 
plorable.” City authorities are no 
making moves designed to rescue 
that district from continued physi- 
cal breakdown, crime and corrup- 
tion which are seriously threatening 
its role as the nation’s chief port. 

New Yorkers. have long taken 
’ pride in their port with its 650 miles 
of piers and dockside warehouses 
spreading along the New York and 
New Jersey shores — an area 
through which pass almost half the 
exports of the entire nation. 

But now they are learning that 
there is much that is rotten along 
that famed waterfront—that men 
have been murdered, that gangsteré 
control the lives and destinies of 
thousands of workers, and that rac- 
keteering regularly adds a heavy 
toll t6 practically all shipments in 
er out of the port. 

These conditions, plus the physi- 
_ eal blight that has grown along the 
shores, are the result of years of 
neglect, on the whole problem of 
the port. If these conditions con- 
tinue, New York's position as the 
chief gateway to the new world, will 
be seriously endangered. Many big 
industrialists are already diverting 
overseas shipments to other ports. 

At all events, as said before, New 
Yorkers are seriously disturbed, and 
threaten a real “clean-up.” But 
@hether anything really practical 
will come out of all the agitation— 
well, that remains to be seen.

In this practical age science is 
thought of as the handmaiden. of 
engineering, so that it implies 
motion pictures, electric communi- 
cation, chemical processes and 
machines. The change in outlook 
caused by a great discovery like _ 
that of radium is as important as 
the invention of an atomic power 
plant. And the change in outlook 
has been profound since the Curies 
did their work. In the heyday of 
Victorian stience a physicist rose 
before the British Association for 
the Advancement of Scietice to de- 

clare that since the universe was 
demonstrably an intricate, colossal 
machine everything would ulti- 
mately be found to obey mechanical 
laws, man included. That cocksure- 
ness has collapsed. The mechanical 
laws of nature prove to be man- 
made—mere statements of statistical 
averages. Cause and effect have 
disappeared in atomic physics.

Famous Manuscript 
Comds Back Home 


The original manuscript of Lewis 
Carroll’s Alice in Wonderland has 
spent the past twenty years in the 
United States. And now, as a gen- 
erous tribute to Britain by a group 
of anonymous Americans, it has 
been handed back to be kept in the 
British Museum. There, Mr. Luther 
Evans, Chief Librarian of Congress, 
presented the manuscript to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury who is 
the principal trustee. 


Valentine Selsey decribes the cere- 


mony as follows; 

“Tt took place in the Conference 
Radom where the trustees hold their 
week-to-week meetings—in fagt, it 
happened jist prior to one of those. 
meetings, and, when it was over, 
we were hustled out of the room 
so that the meeting could proceed. 
I mention this because it"is some 
indication of the informality of the 
event.

Island of Birds 
And Knitters 


Fair Isle is a tiny piece of British 
territory lying between the Orkney 
and Shetland Islands. It is three 
and a half miles long, by half that 


width, and about eighty people 
live there, with three children at 
tending school. The only contact 
with the outside world is by a ship 
ghat puts in once a week—when 
weather conditions allow. The Fair 
Islanders grow their own food and 
catch fish but their chief source 
of income comes from knitting. 
The weol from their sheep is sent 
away to be spun and when it comes 
back, the women dye it in bright 
colours with dyes which they make 
from lichens, flowers, and berries 
and knit it into gaily patterned 
jumpers of intricate design. 

The Fair Isle has another claim 
to fame. It is a stopping place for 
migrating birds, and millions pass 
through every year. Nearly three 
hundred different kinds have: been 
geen there, both, common and rare 
ones, and several birds on the Bri- 
tish list have hever been seen at 
any other point in the British Isles. 
Peter Scott, himself a well known 
ornithologist and son of the famous 
Scott of the Antarctic, says that 
when: the birds migrate they - fly 
along definite routes which they 
have used for hundreds of years. 
Fair Isle lies at an important point 
on one of the main migration routes, 
which goes north through Britain 
and then forks; one stream of birds 
goes on across the North Sea to 
Scandinavia and even further north, 
the other turns North-West to 
Greenland and Iceland, making 
Fair Isle into an avian sort of junc- 
tion. Scott remarked on the extra- 
ordinary sense of direction that 
birds possess, but said that although 
much study has been devoted to 
the subject no. scientific explanation 
of this annual miracle has been 
found. Fair Isle is an admirable 
place for studying birds because 
they’ are all gathered in a very 
small area, and can be much more 
easily seen. 

Now Fair Isle has been bought 
by George Waterson, who intends 
to set up an observatory to study 
birds and bird migration in particu- 
lar. Waterson visited the island 
regularly before the war. Last 
January he bought the island, and 
began to develop it as an observa- 
tory. He said that what they intend 
to do there is to keep a continuous 
record of migrating birds, and to 
trap and ring them s0 that the 
people who find them later alive or 
dead, in other parts of the world 
will have a guide to the limits of 
their migrating. They will also 
study those birds that live on Fair 
Isle all the year round, and there 
will be scientific fesearch into the 
plant and insect life and history 
of the island, so that it should be- 
come a.valuable source of informa: 
tion'on many aspécts of natural 
history.

Great Britain 


The United Kingdom has had a 
little over six months experience 
with the new ‘National Health Act 
and opinions are sharply divided 
as to how it is working out. 


Although the expenditure for 
medical and dental services was 
budgeted at around 520 milliomw 
Sioliars for the first nine months, 
it is freely admitted that the cost 
will be much’more than that— 
probably closer to 800 million, And 
out of this vast amount, the British 
professional men, who have to do 
the actual work, are complaining 
of getting an unfair cut. The doc- 
tors’ first quarterly payment from 
the health service was disappoint- 
ingly low; and what is even more 
serious to them, is the loss of a 
high proportion of their private 
patients, who have gone over to 
the health scheme. 


But whatever the doctors and 
dentists may say the British popu- 
lation, in general, has accepted the 
Health Act .with enthusiasm, With 
winter weather setting in the doctors 
were overwh@imed. People with 
imaginary diseases as well as those 
with slight colds—for which in the 
past they wouldn't have troubled, a 
doctor—flooded the offices. 


The stage and radio humorists 
are having a field day poking fun 
at the health Act. One popular_bit 
of doggérel has a verse which runs, 
“Oh to be in England, 


Where pills are running free— 

Help yourself to wooden legs, 

Ne’er a penny fee.” | o 

Nor are wooden legs the only 
things provided by the free service. 
Bald folks, both made and female, 
are getting wigs free of charge and 
the two dozen wigmakers engaged 
in the health plan estimate that 
demands may reach as high 4s 
100,000 such pate-coverings pert 
year. At $40 apiece, the Government 
should have an annual bill of 8 
million dollars—as each applicant 
gets a spare. 

Other. articles in which the 
supply has not caught up with the 


demand include spectacles, false 
teeth, hearing aids, electric wheel 
cheirs and trusses’ The almost 


9,000 dentists working in the plan 
ate so busy that some have put out 
signs “No new patients for a year.” 
Although there is some doubt as to 
wheber the Act actually contem- 
plated such supplies, people have 
been demanding — and getting— 
such things as headache remedies, 
simple laxatives and the like, One 
woman got as many as 500 cascara 
tablets—and a druggist tells of an- 
other who tried to get a free botth 
of hair shampoo

Italy 

Russian propagandists, for some 
time back, have been making great 
efforts to win the people of Italy 
over to the “beauties”, of Commun- 
ism. But the Kremlin variety of 
propaganda has been vgry clumsy 
indeed, and so far as.can discerned, 
completely unsuccessful with the 
rank and file of Italians, 

In Rome there are at least three 
Russtan libraries, with still more 
in other parts of the country. , But 
all the books and magazines are in 
the Russian language, and so un- 
intelligible to more than one or 
two per cent of the population. 
More than that, those using such 
libraries have their credentials 
scanned very carefully, with the 
result that very few people bother 
to use them at all. 

Russian films, which are rented 
out on a commercial basis, have 
had almost as little success. Most 
of them are in Russian, and On one 
occasion at least the Soviet repre- 
sentative in charge of the showing 
admitted that audience reaction— 
especially in the smalics places 
was downright hostile a. at*best. 
gmply indifferent. 


Germany 


The worst season for fog and 
overcast skies in the Berlin district 
is around the end of. December, 
and it is no secret that the onlook- 
ers in the Kremlin were expecting 
such conditions to cripple seriously 
the Allied air-lift or even, perhaps, 
wreck it altogether. 

But. their hopes proved ground- 
jess, Allied planes somehow man- 
aged to keep Western Berlin going 
and when, with the New Year, the 
annual fog season drew to a close, 
Western air power stepped up its 
efforts ayainst cold and hunger in 
the blockaded city. j 

An allied pilot, early in January, 
flew into Berlin with the hundred- 
thousandth ‘cargo for the city, 
while Allied officers in charge of 
the operation were making plans 
to up the daily arrivals to an aver- 
age of 8000 tons—this beings almost 
four times the minimum subsist- 
ence level for the Western Berlin. 

Che whole Air Lift business has 
been a truly remarkable achieve- 
ment—one that has probably done 
more to astound the Russians, and 
to put them into @ more receptive 
frame of mind towatd settlement 
of the Berlin question than any- 
thing else could possibly have 
done. British and American pilota, 
who made the operation possible, 
deserve the thanks of the whole 
world—~and, more especially, the 
thanks of the, people of Western 
Germany.

Socialism And 
Corruption 


The current investigation into 
allegations of fravd among high 
officials of Britain's Board of Trade 
has a shocking effect perhaps out of 
proportion to the corruption that 
may be involved. 

British government services have 
for so long enjoyed) a reputation 
for high-calibre integrity that people 
are reluctant to believe the men 
who head them are susceptible to 
the blandishments of slick -lobby- 
ists or string-pullers who peddle 
remunerative ditectorships, expen- 
sive gifts and lavish hospitality for 
“value. received,” 

The “value received” appears to 
have been favorable decisions made 
by Board of Trade officials, the 
wangling of special privileges and 
all the other under-the-table deals 
invariably associated with govern- 
ment graft. 

During the last war, there was 
remarkably little of this sort of 


thing uncovered in Britain, Canada . 


and the United States; and there 
is every reason to believe that little 
of it went on. 

But it is perhaps not so surpris- 
ing, after the first. shock wears off, 
to see it happening in postwar Bri- 
tain where, under a Socialist govern- 
ment, politicians and civil “servants 
Have retained wide arbitrary powers; 
where they can make or break, 
help or hurt businesses by. their 
decision about the granting ey with- 
holding of a permit, the allocation 
of materials, and so on says The 
Financial Post. 

Socialism in postwar Britain, with 
its more stringent control, its super- 
regimentation (in quintuplicate), its 
burdensome supervision from morn- 
ing to night, from cradle to grave, 
has created the atmosphere and 
attitude that may smother all public 
virtue. 

Britons have been made into 
bootleggers, spivs and black market- 
ers. Every new regulation has 
brought with it the search for a 
loophole; every new control is ac- 
companied by a platoon of “fixers” 
who know how (and the price) to 
get around it. Such regimentation 
invites corruption; some will always 
pay for fast passage through the 
bogs of officious officialdom. 

Canadian and other visitors to 
Britaitti are almost always appalled 
at the extent to which influence and 
favoritism has become rampant. 
There is no reason at present to 
believe the current inquiry has done 
more than lift the lid of the scandal 
yet to be uncovered, or will end the 
system that has allowed it to grow 
and flourish.

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Great Britain 
During apd since the war-one of 


the. most. acute. shortages in the 
United Kingdom has been that of 
news print. British journals, with 
their four pages of closely-packed 
fine print, appeared to Canadian 
eyes more like something dug up 
from a prehistoric era than they 
resembled our idea of a modern 
newspaper. 

On New Year's Day British pap- 
ers were allowed a 25 per cent in the 
amount of newsprint allotted to 

‘», and it is rather interesting to 
note what use they made of it. 

Serious papers, such as the Lon- 
don Times and The Daily Tele- 
graph— which had been printing 
six or eight pages daily by keeping 
circulation down to a minimum— 
have not increased their size, but 
are using their extra paper to print 
more copies. But the four pagers— 
the “penny press”—are. now pub- 
lishing six-page papers two or three 
times weekly. aoe 

What are they using these extra 
pages for? Well, it is estimated that 
the morning papers have increased. 
their news coverage from twenty to” 
forty per cent, depending on the 


paper. Sports coverage remains 
about the same—which is rather 
surprising viewed either from a 


Canadian angle, or in view of the 
huge crowds attending all sorts of 
sports in Britain. 

Advertising space has just about 
been doubled, and the remainder of 
the increase is devoted by features 
such as gossip columns, articles of 
special interest to women, pictures 
and—you might have almost guess- 
ed it—comic strips. For example, 
The Landon Daily Express is ran- 
ning’ a “home grown” strip called 
“Kit Conquest” and “Dick Tracy.” 
One can’t help wondering what the 
Londoners will make of B. O. 
Plenty, Gravel Gertie, Sparkle and 
all the rest of them. 


“ Spain 

Generalissimo Fransisco Franco 
is once again showing—or attempt- 
ing to show—his “broadmindness” 
and love for his fellow men. 

Back in 1492—the- year \. hen 
Christopher Columbus “discovered” 
America—at the instigation of In- 
quisitor Tomas de Torquemada all 
Jews were expelled from. Spain, 
About 50,000 evaded the decree by 
becoming converts to Catholicism. 
Many of the rest of the former Jew- 
ish population about 100,000 of 
them, settled in Greece or Egypt. 

Since that time Spaia has had one 
of the smallest Jewist= populations 
of any European country. Today, 
out of a total population of over 27 
millions there are only about elx 
thousand Jews. 

Early in June, Generalissimo 
Franco signed a decree permitting 
Jews living in Egypt or Greece, 
who are descendants of pre-expul- 
sion Spanish families, to apply for 
Spanish citizenship. According to 
the decree applicants will beselect 
ed by their “love for Spain.” Those 
who have “shown they are worthy 
of this mercy,” the decree says, will 
be given Spanish citizenship. 

Just how the Jews in question 
will view this “mercy” remains, of 
course, to be seen. But this writer 
greatly doubts if they will flock 
to Fransisco’s tender care in any 
wholesale quantities 


France and Italy 
Those whose memories extend 
back more than thirty years will 
recall how, back in 1918, an epi- 
demic which usually went by the 
name of the “Spanish Flu” swept 
through the world. It was an infee- 


tious respiratory ailment character- 
ized 


by fever, headache, severe 
coughing and muscular pain. 
Before the epidemic subsided 


more than 500 million persons were 
afflicted and deaths were estimated 
at more than 15 millions. Most of 


the fatalities, however, were not 
caused directly “by the influenza, 
but by secondary infections of 


other diseases, pneumonia in par- 
ticular, 

For several weeks past the most 
widespread “flu” epidemic since 
1918 has been spreading across Eur- 
ope. It broke out first in Italy and 
rapidly spread northward. France 
was especially hard hit. In Paris 
hospitals were filled to overflowing, 
atid practically every office or bus- 
iness establishment had at least one 
absentee 

However, so far, the 
break has been of a fairly mild var- 
jety. It causes great discomfort, but 
the comparatively few deaths have 
been principally confined to the 
aged aud already-ailing. The name 
influenza, by the way, is of Italian 
origin, The full name, in that lan« 
guage, is influenza di freddo—whic!

PRICES 


“It is with regard to prices,” he 
said, “that the manufacturer and the 
business man have their greatest 
worries. No matter. how they bal- 
ance increased labour costs with 
technical advance, and. other in- 
creased. costs with prevention 0 
waste, they are driven, in spite of 
all their ingenuity, to raise prices 
t- their customers. 

“It seems to me that those who 
work for wages are ill-advised when 
they rush into demands which are 
planned to give them an immediate 
a vantage t rouge increased wages, 
while losing sight of the fact that 
there is an important long-term a3- 
pect to be considered. How much 
money a worker makes is far less 
significant than how much he can 
buy, and if he is to buy anything 
at all his employer must be able to 
stay in competition with manufac- 
turers in the rest of the world.” 


ELECTRIC POWER 


The importance of Canada’s hy- 
dro-elecric power development to 
the national economy was empha- 
sized by Mr. Dobson. Wide distri- 
bution of power and its healthy 
é.velopment_has been, he said, vital 
factors in fomotin Canada’s in- 
dustrial progress an maintaining a 
high standard of living. “Each in- 
stalled hydraulic horse-power, if 
operated continuously throughout 
tle year, would be the equivalent o 
the power obtained from tons 
of coal. On this basis, the present 
hydraulic installation in Canada 
might be said to represent the an- 
nual use of about 44 million tons of 
coal. 

“There are still large reserves 
available for development. A gov- 
ernment tabulation shows 40 million 
horse-power available, and a little 
less than eleven million developed 
by turbine installation.” . 

Discovery of additionaf-ail. in Al- 
berta and~ Saskatchewan’ was @ 
favorable development to which Mr. 
Dobson made special reference. "it 
has become evident,” said Mr. Dob- 
son, “that Western Canada, and 
particularly. Alberta, has become 
one of the brightest prospects for 
our future supply. It is forecast that 
by 1950 the oil requirements of our 
Prairies will be satisfied out of 
home production and there may >¢ 
a surplus available for other mar- 
kets. This is important because 
every barrel of oil produced and 
consumed in Canada conserves from 
three to five dollars of United 
States dollar exchange.” 


CONCLUSION 


“Il beliewe that more attention 
needs to be paid to the education of 
our people in the responsibilities as 
well as the advantages of democra-| 
tic citizenship.

Act Threatens 
All Our Industry 


-Decision of the Privy Council rul 
ing the Saskatchewan Trade Union 
Act valid is of immense significance 
to independent labor and employers. 
This is not some local bill designed 
to get control of industry in a pro 
vince where industry is of relatively 

“minor importance. It is a pattern 
to be followed in all Canada if the 
CCF ever succeeds in gaining power 
of Ottawa. 

This particular legislation, like 
several other key bills put through 
Regina since 1944, is aptually the 
work of the CCF national high com- 
mand) Saskatchewan, which has the 
only CCF government in the Do- 
minion, merely happens to be the 
laboratory for CCF key experi- 
ments. Because it is largely rural 
it has proved a most convenient 
laboratory for CCF industrial ¢x- 
periments. By a little judicious 
handling, and by exempting agri- 
cultural employment, the Douglas 
government in that province has 
been able to put through radical 
~ legislation with little opposition. 

uty The fact that this bill has bees 
upheld by the Privy Council has 
nothing whatever to do with the 
quality of the legislation, of whether 
it is good or bad. In declaring this 
bill valid the Privy Council merely 
rules that it is constitutional, that 
labor matters of this kind come 
within the jurisdiction of the prom 
vince. The blunt truth is that this 
bill is bad, a direct threat to the 
independence of labor and manage- 
ment throughout all Canada, says 
The Finacial Post. 

Under this discrimisiatory act all 
control in labor matters is vested 
in a government-appointed Labor 
Board with unlimited dictatorial 
powers. Firms which disregard or 
disobey the rulings of this board 
can and actually have been seized 
by the governmeng. Orders of the 
board are enforceable without the 
right of appeal. Labor unions are 
virtually placed beyond the reach of 
the law and need have only 25 
representation in any plant to reach 
that privileged position. Employers 
can be fined up to $5,000 and im- 
prisoned for a year. They must re- 
instate any employee discharged for 
what the politically appointed labor 
board may call union activity. 

Legislation of that kind, if allow- 
ed to spread, could deliver all Can- 
adian industry, absolutely and final- 
ly, into the hands of a government 
board appointed by the CCF party.
